Duke Franceſco in the yeare 1 576. reported to the Venetian 
Emballador, that hus father Coſmo dying , lefthim im debt eight 
hundred thouſand Duckets : for the patment whereof he was 
forced to take vp great ſunames of the Genoeſes,at vnreaſonable 
mtereſt . Norwnhſtanding it appeareth by the relation ofthe 
ſaid Embaſſador,that withm ten yeares after he was cleared of 
thatdebt,and had imburſed to his coffers five Milbons. It may 
then be probably argued, that if in ten yeares there were ſox 
null;ons encreaſc,in twenty years more,there be at leaſt twelue 
mozeadded. But if it be obi that Duke Franceſco in the 
terme ofthoſe ten yeares had many hundred thouſand duckets 
confifcate to his coffers by the treaſon of Pwecs , who with his 
complices 640 5 pans YWtag an wy ane OY; 
Don Piero to a feaſt, and there tomurder them all, and fo to re- 
couer their hiberty;It may hereto be anſwered that he was like- 
wiſe a Prince of very great ,and that for inſtance in 
that very ume, he built the Pallace and water-workes of Pra- 
toline,which colt him at the leaſt three hundred thouſand duc- 
kets. As for this great Duke now living, his are {mall 
for ſo great a Prince, as by the (mall number of them which live 
in Court may appeare. And yet euery Carnewale time he reti- 
reth himſclte from Florence, where is much to be ſpent , to Piſa 
where is ſomewhat to be gained : he ſaith he doth it for the af- 
feion he beareth that towne his people lay , for the louc he 
hath to ſparez our Engliſh Marchants there ſay , it is for loue 
of their commodities , which about that tume arriue , and are 
brought vp by his officers. 

It 1 —_ Ro_ » hath great ſummes of in 
banck , whic $ bring in their yearely gaine

n of their Entrates may ſeeme much to weaken the force 
of this compantſon : yet I ſeenot,conſidering on the other fide 
as grext difference in their expenſes, but that it may carry ſome 
_ ſhzw of hkelyhood. To conclude this point,it appeareth, 
that the great Duke hath two Revenues whereby he groweth 
rich ; that is, great impoſitions, and great ſparing(for Graing 'y 
a great revenue.) There yet remaineth two other meanes to 
make han abſolutely rich, the love of his ſubieRts, and their pri- 
uate wealth ( for the wealth of the Subie@t is the wealth of the 
king,and where the people is rich, the Prince is not . But 
ſure it is that he hath neither the one,nor they the other. 

It is to be thought that he which hath money ſuch ſtore wan- His forces. 
teth no forces ( for money is called the finews of warre) I will 
therefore to this ſhort diſcourſe of his Riches , adde in 2 word 
whatis thought of his forces. His ſtrength at Sea is not 
for he hath not aboue ſox Galleys, neither hath had ſince the 
overthrowe that the Turkes gaue him at the little lands For- 
miche, where he loſttwo of his beſt Galleys and one Galleon. 

In theſe that remaine w_—_ _—_ —_— nary, (that 
is eight or ten a peece, )about two Souldiers and crght

reat Duke) where belides foure hundred Spaniards put tothe 
lies,was alſo found foure hundred thouſand crownes, ſent 
thether from Spaine . He hath alſo in thoſe thirty Caſtles and 
Fortes before ſpoken of (wherein are garriſons but very (mall, 
as in ſome fifne , and in others five and twenve , in others not

And as the Duke his brother had dwers Captaines 
and men of commarnd his Sopendanes , who recened of him 
ſome three thouſand five hidred duckers the yeare,ſome three 
thouſand, ſome two,and ſome I-fle,accordmg to their nobilty, 
and the qualitic of the place, wherem they had charge,ſo is it to 
be thought,thatthe Generall of the foote, the Collonell of his 
horſe,the generall of his Galleis,and other inferiour Comman- 
ders, who vpon occahon are bound to ſerue him it their pla» 
ces, are with ſufficient penſion as nay nr 
fon,how much it 1s without more certaine 1nformation I 
had,] dare not preſume ds 7. rather to-be defefue 
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in a gener aility,then being too particuler to erre. 
His expice ASfor his expence vpou his troope of borle, the Lance hath 
en boric, 7.Piaſtras (1. hue [hullings 3.pence a peece)a moneth,the light- 
eman hah three now in the t me of peace, in warres a - 
ter proportion. The Souldier in all his garriſons hath foure Pi. 
aſtras a moneth, the officers proportionate,cach in his place to 
this rate. As for the trained er, he 1s/in peace) no charge 
to the Duke for he findeth himſelfe (hot, powder, armour, wea- 
pon, and all Hhings neccllary , and is bound to keepe them in 
good order; the Captaies and oHicers of theſe are paid out of 
the { ommunit4 as hath beene aboucſaid . The charge of his 
Galleys allowing(as Don Antonio Doria in his diſcourſe how to 
reſiſt the Turke at Sea doth proportion , that 18, ) each moneth 
five hundred gold crownes a Ga.ley,cometh in the halte yeare 
which tme thy be commonly at Sea, to the ſum of cightecne 
thouſand gold crownes . The change of his Court, as by the 
number of perſons therein aboue entormed, may be collected, 
cannot be great . I haue heard one of his ſeruants ſay, thatthe 
Steward is allowed for Spexierie, Spicery , fifteene thouſand 
duckets,& that all other charges may treble ſo m ich more, As 
for all officers of Court, but theſe few before remembred, they 
feede at their owne tables ; His Pages (which are Gentlemens 
ſonnes of the City , or other places) in number as I take it fix- 
teene,arc at his charges kept at Schoolz & atdyetin the City : 
Has Staffier: or Footemen are allowed fix Preftra; the moneth, 
they arc about thirty. His guarde of Smſſer haue foure Prdſtras 
the monethy both theſe and they fecd at their owne charge , or 
ſoiorne at ſome place, for they have no allowance out of the 
dukes kitchin, not ſo much but the Cookes as I haue heard, ha- | 
uing done their office, go to their owne houles to meat. A buil-
